Some people think that because the 
weather is dry, and the prospects of a 
bumper crop are diminishing every 
day unless we get rain very soon, that 
it is doubtful whether it would be 
good, policy to hold a Dominion Day 
celebration in Vulcan.

SANITATION 

The responsibility for the keeping 
of one’s premises in a sanitary condi¬ 
tion, that is, clean arid free from ac¬ 
cumulation of domestic waste, is plac¬ 
ed upon the head of each household. 
In small town or villages where there 
is plenty of ground ftia po ss ib le- to 
bprn up most of the refuse and bury 
the indestructible portion in the 
ground, yet where the ground is lim¬ 
ited it is.impossible to dispose of the 
waste in this manner. In such cases 
the refuse is allowed to accumulate 
either in barrels or boxes, sometimes 
in covered tins. 

When the authorities fail to pro- 
\ itle the ways and means for its reg 
ular and systematic removal the 
householder has to remove it at his 
own cost and often at considerable in¬ 
convenience, for it is not an easy mat¬ 
ter to find a person leady and willing 
to act as scavenger. 

One very important poin^g refuse 
destruction is overlooked, it Is the 
possibility of, burning a certain 
flmnrmt-m-tha. kitchen stove. Qu ite a 
percentage of the refuse thrown-into 
the yard or lane and then carried by 
the wind to the dierent parts of the 
village could be burned in the furnace 
or stove. It is better and easier to 
keep the premises %iean than it is t(. 
clean up premises that are allowed tc 
become defiled with rubbish of any 
kind. 

The following hints to householders 
1 believe are so practical and gooo 
that they should rise followed up by 
each person winter and summer.’ 

Average householders are more or 
less careless about the way in which 
the refuse is left during the winter 
and. immediately the the warm weath¬ 
er begins to appear 'they awaken to 
the fact that they are loaded up with, 
all kinds of rubbish, and they usually 
end up by complaining that the scav¬ 
enger department (if any) is not giv¬ 
ing attention to its work that it 
should do. 

A large percentage of these com¬ 
plaints received are - unjustified, be¬ 
ing due either by neglect or suffer¬ 
ance of the occupier, etc., in not com¬ 
plying with th& regulations of the 
Health department. 

During the cold weather particular 
attention should be paid to the kitchen 
refuse, this class of refuse usually 
contains more or less moisture with 
the result that when placed in a gar¬ 
bage can it keeps solid and has to be 
icmoved by an iron bar, much to the 
detriment of the can. If household¬ 
ers would wrap up their kitchen refuse 
in paper before placing it in the gar¬ 
bage can their receptacles would last 
ton times as long, the scavenger would 
save a lot of time, as the contents 
would be easily emptied and the chn 
would always he sweet and clean. 

Do not place anything in the gar¬ 
bage can but kitchen' refuse and al¬ 
ways drain all the water from it be¬ 
fore doing so. 

Ashes must not be placed in these 
receptacles. Ashes must be kept 
clean and dumped in a suitable place 
for such can. be made use of by thr 
village authorities. . r 

Burn as much paper and rags 
straw, etc., as possible, and- so kee] 
the town streets and lanes clean, i 
this is impossible tie up in bundle. 1 
and place in a covered box near thi 
ga'. bago can. m 

Do not keep your can or any othei 
receptacle inside the building. The 
scavengers -are strictly forbidden tc 
go inside for receptacles. If there is 
a lane at the rear of your premisei 
place your can near it and not just 
outside the kitchen door. By doing 
this you will save the scavenger many 
miles of walking in a day and you 
will consequently get more and bet¬ 
ter- service. 

THE ELECTION 

The Dominion bye-election in the 
Medicine Hat constituency is now 
over. The result is surely not un¬ 
certain, for the U.F.A. candidate has 
been elected by a. majority of about 
seven thousand, and the Meighen gov¬ 
ernment candidate will lose his de¬ 
posit by several thousand votes. 

| There is evidence in this result of 
the strength of the farmer vote, and 
proof of the fact that the farmers 
have at least satisfied the mse lves 
that governments heretofore smdgov- 


ernment now have not given to them 
the consideration in legislation that 
they deem is theirs by right. 

The result was described by Mr. 
Gaidiner, the victorious U.F.A. can¬ 
didate, as “a great day for the peo¬ 
ple, ^victory of principles, in which 
individuals counted for nothing,” and 
Col. Spencer, the defeated government 
candidate, jn an address delivered" in 
hia opponent’s committee robins, ex¬ 
pressed Himself as absolutely satis¬ 
fied that in our democratic country 
the will of the people should be su¬ 
preme.” 

The result of the election was never 
very much in doubt, but even allow¬ 
ing for the fact that Medicine Hat is 
perhaps the strongest and best organ¬ 
ized U.F.A. riding in the country, the 
defeat of Col. Spencer by such an im- 
•nence majority is somewhat of a sur¬ 
prise, for he was perhaps the strong¬ 
est government candidate that could 
possibly be secured. The victory is 
ill the greater for the victors .' 

Will this have effect in the provin- 
ial elections? We think it will. The 
J.F.A. would appear to have struck a 
sweeping pace, and a victory such as 
.his will not likely dimish enthusiasm 
,>r determination. There is evidence 
.hat the Stewart government is to be 
jpposed by the fact that U.F.A. can- 
Jidates will be nominated in every'ru- 
,al constituency in the province, and 
perhaps in some of the others. Of 
ourse, there is uncertainty in elec- 
-ions, but we venture the guess that 
on this occasion uncertainty is at the 
diminishing point. And as Col. Spen¬ 
cer said, “it might easily happen that 
a government in the province of Al¬ 
berta may, after July 1, Have an op¬ 
portunity to introduce the new prin¬ 
ciple into practice.” 

COMMUNITY SPIRIT 

Every observant citizen has heard 
.-epeatedly the criticism: “Why don’t 
.hey do this; or why don’t they do it 
.his way?" Something is certainly 
vrong with the people who hold an 
indefinite “they” responsible for the 
evils, or the mistakes which are not- 
.ceable about us. The very interro¬ 
gation, “Why don’t they do this, etc.” 
implies that the speaker is a privileg¬ 
'd critic on public matters in general, 
rut not himself in any sense respon¬ 
sible. It would show a step in ad- 
, «ance if the form of the question were 
changed to “Why don’t WE do some¬ 
thing?” But this implies co-opera- 
»ion, and the censorious critic is rare- 
iy- one who co-operates With the work¬ 
ers of the community for the general 
good. In many persons the element 
of personal responsibility is very 
small, indeed. “Why don’t I do some¬ 
thing?” When a person gets to that 
point something is likely to be ac¬ 
complished and the community will 
have a greater regard for the man 
who assumes that brand of criticism. 
Instead of shuffling off the plain duties 
of citizenship to an indefinite “they,” 
or even “we,” citizens generally would 
vastly improve their surroundings, 
and feel immeasurably better them¬ 
selves if they - would shoulder their 
fair share of community responsibil¬ 
ity without evasion or dodging. It is 
the spirit which says “I will endeavor 
myself to do something useful for my 
town or neighborhood,” which keeps 
the world moving. •

The relation which the State should 
hold to hospitals is that of regarding 
them us one integral part of the 
State’s complete program of health 
activities.

,ed as one of those Health Agencies 
[ which, acting conjointly with, the 
other Health. .Agencies, namely, 
Boards of Health, the Nursing pro¬ 
fession, and the Medical profession, 
| will constitute a complete and co-or- 
|d mated State Health Organization. 

In order to ensure the best efficiency 
from its 


propor- ; 

lion, or, in fact, of any effectual pro¬ 
portion, costs money, and money must j 
be sceured ultimately, from the tax¬ 
payers, no matter whether the e'xpen- 
ditiiros-are incurred by the Provincial 
Government or by the Municipal Gov- 
ernmtnt. A Provincial Tax would ap¬ 
pear to make a more equitable distri¬ 
bution of the necessary costs, for, 
after all, it would seem that the mis¬ 
fortunes or the good fortunes of any 
one Municipal Districts in respect to 
health conditions, should be shared 
by the province as a whole. But the 
curtailing of Municipal Administra¬ 
tive authority, and * the usurping of 
taxation privileges by Provincial Gov¬

We have a splendid illustration of 
this division of authority in connec¬ 
tion with our , Educational matters, 
for in these, Municipal bodies are giv¬ 
en wide administrative and taxation 
powers, but, the central Department 
retains sufficient control to keep the 
whole" of the education endeavors of 
the Province safe, complete, uniform 
and efficient. Municipal taxpayers 
raise the large share of the cost of 
education, but the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment makes large grants to the var¬ 
ious School Districts, aggregating in 
oil to approximately $1,000,000. Thus 
is the total expenditure divided be¬ 
tween the Municipal Governments on 
the one hand and the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment on the other, and probably in 
approximate proportions to the ad¬ 
ministrative authority exercised.

A complete and sufficient 
Health Organization, using v all of its 
Agencies will concern itself firstly, in 
preventing disease, and secondly, in 
curing disease after it- has ’ occurred. 
Hospitals will be a factor in these 
preventative efforts equal in import¬ 
ance to Boards of Health or the Med¬ 
ical profession. In fact, Hospitals 
will become the very centre of health 
activities, preventative and curative. 

Accordinly, all hospitals t.hrough- 
qut our Province will belong to one 
complete uniform, systematic, chain 
of hospitals, each fulfilling its partic¬ 
ular part in the general yet definite 
scheme of Health service and cover¬ 
ing requirements of all classes of 
citizens, no matter where located. 
Thus, in such a scheme, very modest¬ 
ly equipped small cottage hospitals 
will be located at outlying points, 
whilst large General Hospitals, fully 
and scientifically equipped will be lo¬ 
cated at large centies. Between these 
two class of hospitals will be others, 
whose size and equipment will vary 
according to the district served. Some 
hospitals will be equipped only for 
medical cases, minor surgical and ob¬ 
stetrical patients, whilst other hospi¬ 
tals will provide every facility that 
modern science can invent. Accord¬ 
ing to localities and circumstances, 
special hospitals will undertake spec¬ 
ial woik; some caring for one class 
ol^ special patients, others caring for 
other classes of special patients, thus 
one Rural Hospital Will be equipped 
with an X-Ray outfit, whilst another 
will provide a Bacteriological Labor¬ 
atory. One will have special arrange¬ 
ments for dealing with contagious and

Each hospital 
is a unit unto itself, and it follows 
that if a Hospital District fails to 
provide, or is unable to provide, fa¬ 
cilities for all special classes of cases, 
then -such patients from that district 
are left to shift for themselves in 
the same old familiar way. No doubt 
the majority of rural settlers will be 
served much better than formerly be¬

\jsc the provisions of the present Mu¬ 
nicipal Hospital Act, but use them in 
such a manner that-the Minister of 
Health, in accordance with the powers 
delegated to him by the Act, will ad¬ 
vance only such Muniicpal Health Or¬ 
ganization. Thus, will the hospitals 
throughout the province be classified 
and located according to the neces- 
ities of the various portions of the 
province served; and at strategetic 
centres hospitals, each variously 
equipped with suitable special facil¬ 
ities, will be provided in such a way 
that when the contraction program 
will have been completed, the whole 
Province will have been amply admin¬ 
istered to, as far as hospital require¬ 
ments ate concerned. 

In return for the powers arrogated 
to itself, the Provincial Government 
must assume a corresponding finan¬ 
cial obligation. This may be done 
best by means of what we may call 
"earned” Hospitals Grants. At pres¬ 
ent the Provincial Hospital Grant is 
a flat rate of 60c per hospital day. 
The ideas outlined in this paper can¬

most important thing in a woman’s 
life. In regard to education for mo¬ 
therhood, the speaker said, in former 
days women prided themselves upon 
their idle'ness; today they pride them¬ 
selves upon their activities. Most 
important should be an education 
which will fit her for motherhood, 
home-making and citizenship, which 
should be her basic training. The 
modern woman is losing sight of an 
ideal as wife anc^ mother where she 
has attained the highest ideal of hon¬ 
or' and place in mankind, for the 
home is the structure on which thfe 
nation builds its super-structure. 
Women’s work should be anything 
which concerns little children, for the 
Lord made women to sing lullabies 
and to steady the feet of little child¬ 
ren. The homing instinct is the high¬ 
est law of womanhood. “We are 
ruining our homos with'the changed 
social conditions, while today the lit¬ 
tle mother is ostracized,” said Miss 
Coleman, referring to the apartments 
who would not give shelter to women 
with children, and to the legislation- 
to be^introduced forbidding the refus¬ 
ing of housing room to mothers, a 
similar movement being headed by 
Hon. Walter Rollo in Canada. 

“The only ' success attributed to 
women today is in a business or pro- 


we have learned to live honestly, 
earnestly and beautifully, the every¬ 
day things of life. 

In the evening, Judge George D. 
Alden, who, in dealing with his sub¬ 
ject, “The Needs of the Hour,” said: 
“Every individual life finds itself cast 
into definite relationships and it is in 
these that each must play its part. 
We have our relationships with com¬ 
mercial,'political, domestic and re¬ 
ligious life and the good or ills of life 
arise from the part that individual 
plays hence the need for individual 
effort.” - 

Judge Alden went on to state that 
every age has been governed by some 
distinctive movement—the spirit of 
the age. There have been four such 
in- the history of the Upited States, 
with a fifth just dawning. The first 
was the pilgrim age, when the Brit¬ 
ish spirit was laying the foundation 
of American manhood in conscience 
and conviction. The second was in 
the days of ’76 when again the spirit 
of British liberty and loyalty was in 
the ascendancy. The third was fit the 
days of civil strife, when the spirit of 
humanity and honor sought for free¬ 
dom, and as Queen Victoria kept out 
of these internal troubles so should 
the United States keep her nose out 
of the present British troubles. The 
foiteth era is composed of the last 60 
years, when, with the exception of 
■ her two years in the war, graft and 
greed and gold -were the dominating 
spirit and history has always proven 
that every nation that has turned to 
gold has gone down in history. 

Speaking of graft, Judge Alden 
went on to prove that the small farm¬ 
er who waters his milk is a grafter 
in a small way, and the foundation 
for bigger types of graft, yet he is 
the very one that criticizes the larger 
forms of the same evil. We are the 
ones who giake the spirit of the age, 
not the few big men. It goes back 
to‘ the individual. We are the heirs 
of Christian civilization which has 
gone forward by leaps and .bounds. 
Years have not changed the teachings 
of Christ upon which standards our 
ideals are founded. Disease in this 
means disease in commercial, political 
and domestic life. In the decline of 
religion we read the cause and rise of 
graft, and in this -decline lies the 
cause of all "The ills that are facing the 
world today. Man who has no re¬ 
spect for God can have no self respect, 
which is the arbiter of all ills. The 
jieed of the hour is less theology and 
morq Christianity. The need of the 
present fifth era is that God be taken 
into partnership.' Business is credit 
based on integrity, which in turn is 
based on religion. 

Here the speaker took the custom¬ 
ary slam at women’s dresses, saying 
that one of the needs of the hour for 
women is the need for the change 
from regeneracy in dress into decency. 
He thought that apart from dress, wo¬ 
men were improving, and that it is 
their duty to know what is going on 
in the world for their higher duty of 
influencing men wisely. He thought 
the world needed better babies, not 
more babies, and that the sin of the 
divorce lay not so much in the divoreg 
as in the unwise marriages. The adage 
of love, honor and cherish should be 
changed to “stop, look, listen,” said 
Judge Alden, skying that the divorce 
in England was 1 in 400. while in the 
States it was 1 in 13. 

The need of the hour is that there 
may be an unbroken friendship be¬ 
tween America and Great Britain. We 
have the same ideals, while the world 
is insane. If we lose our .heads the 
world perishes, concluded the speaker. 

The fifth day brought the Coffer- 
Miller players in “The Rivals.” The 
tent was crowded with, every seat 
taken and people standing at the 
back of the tent While many were 
disappointed in the play, claiming 
that it was a long drawn out affair, 
it must be remembered that this is a 
comedy of a different age to ours,
